THE END OF “THE “WAR, 





The news recently reaching us from the Uni- 
ted States of America would appear unmistak- 


‘ ably to indicate the end of the terrible war which 


has been raging on the eastern side of this conti- 
nent during the past four years. It wonld seem 
‘that ‘the assassination plot was the last desperate 
effort of a desperate’ and expiring cause—the 
Althongh the 
horrors of that internicine struggle, in which it 
was often brother against brother, father against 
son, ‘piled the face of hamanity and struck hor- 
ror and fear into the hearts of older nations, yet 
would the South have died honorably and prout- 
ly had it not been for the last bloody and wholly 
unjustifiable tragedy. If, as would now appear 
to be the case, Jeff. Davis was the instigator of 
the infamous plot, or even a consenting party to 
it, he will have brought a foul stain upon the 
cause in which he so long and so nobly strove, 
and the impartial bistorian will couple his name 
with infamy black and foul. But does the end of 


the war mean the énd of war upon the continent ? { 


A million of men—we believe the entire war 
power of the North will not fall andér it—train- 
ed to war and habituated to the work of carnage 
brought to a stand all at once for lack of an en- 
emy is a terrible consideration. How many of 
these men will feel disposed to exchange the im- 
plements of war for the implements of 
husbandry and. peace? Inured to camp 
life, familiarised with- the bloody field of 
battle and thirsting for distinction or for booty, 
will they not rather cast aboat for a new field in 
‘which to.exercise their prowess and gratify their 
ambition or their avarice? The present crisis 


‘ has not been unanticipated by our own nation, 


Irritation growing out of the maintenance of a 
strict and honorable neutrality, added ‘to little 
brushes upon questions of international law and 
the geographical proximity of Canada to the scene 
of the great struggle were presumed by many to 
‘have predisposed the North to pick a quartel 
with “John Bull,” so soon as they had succeed- 
ed in settling their own family difficulty. That 
such apprehensions were entertained by British 
statesmen is evident from their utterances as well 
as from the policy they have pursued with 
respect to the Provinces. It is somewhat 
singular that in Canada, which must have been 
the battle field in such case, less fear was enter- 
tained than on the other side of the Atlantic. 
Never a strong believer in the probability of the 
North secking to beard the British Lion, we 
think we can sce in the news published by us on 
Thursday a very providential safety-valve through 
which the martial ardor and aspirations of ‘the 
Northern soldiery may find vent. We are told 
that ‘“‘ Mexican'recruiting agents advertise open- 
ly in to-day’s Washington Chronicle for dischar- 
ged officers and then to migrate to Mexico.” To 
the mere superficial observer of events this lacon- 
ic announcement may appear unimportant, and 
yet it may involve the destiny of empires. Few 
believe that the scion of the House of Hapsburg 
is seated very firmly upon the throne of Mexico. 
A people who since 1823 have had thirty- six dif- 
ferent Governments will soon find means to de- 
pose the nominee of a foreign natiga. 
Jeff. Davis succeed in reaching Texas, and carry 
with him to Mexico Kerby Smith, with his little 
army of 20,000 men, there is no reason why, in 
the present condition of affairs in that country, 
he should not rally round him strength enough 
to make a stand on one side or the other. Should 
this be the case the martial spirits of the North 
will all the more readily find vent in tenewed 
strife upon soil they have'so long coveted, and 
they will easily manage to make a causus bell out 
of the presence in that country of the great re- 
bel chief. We care not now td stop to specu- 
Jate upon the probable consequences and possi- 
ble complications of such a strife. But we think 
we cna sec the events now trangpiring a field 
opening up in which the restless spirits of the 
Northern States may quench to the full their 
martial ardor without committing such a fatal 
_error ag quarreling with the British Lion, either 
by bearding herself or touching her Canadian 
cubs.

Sm,—It is probable that on the 24th instant 
the largest body of Indians ever together on the 
banks of the Fraser will be assembled at New 
Westminster. The residents in the town, for 
that week at any rate, will amount to some thou- 
sand. The first wave of a mighty tide of red 
humanity: is already upon us ; day by day the 
canoes will discharge their living loads around 
us, until every tribe shall have sent up its tale. 
During this time our farriers and our drapers 
may expect to do a great trade, notwithstanding 
the thievish propensities of the Indians ; but it is 
to be feared that there are others who expect to 
do a good stroke of business in a grossly illegal 
manner. [I allude to those who sell ardent spirits 
to the Indians. It is a well known fact. that the 
natives will always drink themselves into a state 
of mad drankenness if they can but procure the 
wherewithal. ‘That they will so procure it, un- 
less measures be taken to lessen the probability 
of such an occurrence, “is certain. We have at 
present @ disposableforce of four policemen—a 
| force entirely inadequate at this time—to lessen 
| or prevent thesale of spirits to the Indians ; but, 
were these officers-all that they should be and 
tnfortunately are not, it is probable that the fes- 
tivities of the time, acting upon some of the res- 
ident population, wil) make their services un- 
available for this purpose.
